STRONG SOVIET RESISTANCE 


LONDON. Monday.—Vichy Radio 
siid to-day that German motorised 
cetachments had made a further 
zdivance along the Erasnodar-Stalin- 
grad sean & and were rapidly 
«pproaching the Kuban River. ‘“They 
are, doubtless, in the reighbourhood 
oi Kropotkin, 140 miles south of 
Rostov,’ the Radio added. “The 
Germans still have a decided advan- 
tage in tanks. The Cossack regi- 
ents opposing them have anti-tank 
weapons, but are not supported by 
armoured units in sufficient strength 
to stand up to the 
civisions. But it is certain that the 
time will come shortly when the 
German shock troops will come up 
against a solid line of resistance that 
they will either have to force or turn. 

“ Along the coast of the Sea of 
Azov,”’ continued the Radio, 
“ German progress has been slower. 
They have reached the Yeya River, 
but the Port of Yeisk-—80 mules 
south-west of Rostov—is still in 
Russian hands. In the Don bend 
Russian resistance continues’ to 
etiffen. The Germans have thrown 
in more reserves in a great effort to 
force the line of resistance protecting 
the right bank of the Don and 
Stalingrad. The heights to the north- 
west of Kalach are forming a pivot 
for Soviet counter-attacks.”’ 


THRUST WIDENED 


BERLIN, Monday.—The German 
News Agency claimed to-night that 
German troops had advanced 45 
miles south of Salsk, and that, about 
125 miles north of the town, between 
the Don and Sal rivers, the Soviet 
forces were driven further east. ‘* ‘The 
German thrust south of the Don has 
thus been considerably widened and 


deepened.”’ 
A German overseas broadcast to- 
day claimed that Marshal von 


Bock’s forces, pursuing the Rus- 
sians north of the Kuban River, 
had crossed the line running from 


Bieloglinsk to Bashanta.  Bielo-

LONDON, Monday.—A _ nayal, 
artillery and aircraft attack on a 
German convoy in the Azov Sea, in 
which a 15,000 ton transport was 
torpedoed, was reported by Moscow 
Radio to-night. Guns of the Soviet 
Azov flotilla attacked a German 
concentration on Jand, destroying 20 
motor vehicles, 15 carts, and killing 
about 500 men. Black Sea leet 
Stormovixs destroyed 15 and 
damaged 20 German ’planes on an 
aerodrome. Another group of dive- 
bombers caused heavy damage in a 
raid on a naval base.—(Reuter.) 
The German News Agency also said 
that north-west of Kalach the Rus- 
sians had lost 567 tanks since July 
23, and since that time they “had 
not scored the slightest success.”

AT AZOV SEA PORT 


Paris radio claimed to-night that 
German advance guards had reached 
Jeisk, on the Azov Sea, 70 miles 
west of Kushchevskaya.

The Russians attempted in vain to 
stem the Axis advance by throwing 
in fresh troops and arms, the radio 
added, and their efforts north of 
Tsimlyanskaya were equally unsuc- 
cessful.— (Reuter. ) 

Reuter’s Correspondent in Moscow 
says:—‘‘ The Germans killed on all 
the southern fronts in the past week, 
on the basis of very incomplete 
reports. total not less than 60,000 
men. Their total casualties are 
estimated to be in the neighbourhood 
of 180,000. Over 20,000 were killed 
in the past five days on the 
Kushchevskaya-Salsk front alone. 
Along the entire Soviet front the 
Germans are losing over 15,000 men 
a day.” 


ON THE KUBAN 


VICHY, Monday.—Vichy News 
Agency said to-night:—“‘ It is 
officially confirmed to-day that ad- 
vanced armoured Geiman elements on 
Sunday reached Kuban river, about 
25 miles west of Tikhoretsk-Armavir 
railway. They established two 
bridgeheads across the river, one 
west of Kropotkin and the other 
near Tifliskaya, about 20 miles still 
further west.— (Reuter. )

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GERMAN SALUTES V.C. 
PARADE AT PRISON CAMP 


Lieutenant-Commander S. H. 
Beattie, the St. Nazaire raid V.C., 
now a prisoner of war in Germany, 
was called out at a special parade 
received and _ saluted by the 
German Commandant. 

The story was written by a fellow 
prisoner of war in a letter home, 
and has been told to the Red Cross 
and St. John Organisation. 

““We had a very exciting cere- 
mony this week,’’ ran the letter. 
' A special parade was called, and 
the little Commandant, in full 
regalia, called out Commander 
Beattie and said that official news 
had arrived of his V.C., and 
saluted him, which was gentle- 
manly. Naturally there was wild 
applause, and we all feel now that 
the raid must have been thought 
worth while at home. ee 

Lieutenant-Commander Beattie 
was in command of the Campbel- 
town, which destroyed the main 
gate at St. Nazaire, German naval 
base, on March 28. In May the 
award of the V.C. was announced, 
““for great gallantry and deter- 
mination at the attack.’’—(Press 
Association. ) 


NO “PRIVATE ARMIES” 
INDIA AND THE WAR 


NEW -DELHI, Monday. — The 
Government of India are not pre- 
pared to countenace the formation of 
what have heen called = ‘‘ private 
armies.’’ This is emphasised in a 
comununiqué issued to-night, replving 
to ‘‘various complaints’’ made in 
the Congress Working Committee s 
resolution of July 19, arising from 
war conditions, and from the steps 
taken by the authorities to meet the 
threat of Japanese aggression. 

By private armies are meant bodies 
whose ostensible purpose may be to 
afford protection to the community 
as a whole or particular sections of 
it, but whose real object is to usurp 
the Government’s responsibility for 
the maintenance of law and order, 
and to aim at the setting-up of some 
kind of parallel administration. 


GANDHI MAY SEE 
MOSLEM LEADER 


BOMBAY, Monday.—Moves_ to 
break the deadlock between the 
British Government and the various 
Indiaa~ political parties were re- 
ported here to-day. Certain circles 
are trying to effect a meeting 
between Mr. Gandhi and Mr. 
Jinnah in the hope of reaching a 
provisional war-time settlement he- 
tween Congress and the Moslem 
| League. The meeting, if it takes 
place, will he before next Friday’s 
vital sitting of the All-India Con- 
gress Committee summoned to 
ratify the Working Committee’s re- 
solution calling for the withdrawal 
of British power. 

Mr. Gandhi arrived 
for this meeting to-day. 

““ Congress is prepared to give it 
in writing that Congress will be 
dissolved the moment India attains 
freedom,” said Sirdar Vallalhai 
Patel, of the Congress Working 
Committee, addressing a meeting to- 
day. Once India was free, he 
said, Congress would have fulfilled 
its mission. It would be satisfied 
if the country were handed over to 
the Moslem League, the Hindu 
Mahasabha or any other party.— 
(Reuter. )

MOSCOW, Monday.—To-night’s

IA Soman were being made in

A further proposal urges every 
elected member to join with the 
League in procuring suitable borough 
headquarters for the promotion of 
League activities.

BARGES BRING AXIS 
SUPPLIES 
ALLIED ’PLANES ACTIVE 


CAIRO, Monday.—Marshal Rommel 
is using barges in ever-increasing 
numbers to bring him suppties. 
These craft, coming from Italy, 
have a speed of about 10 knots, and 
appear to have some degree of 
armoured protection, as they invari- 
ably return fire from Allied ‘planes. 
British naval aircraft, as well as 
R.A.F. fighter-bombers, are now 
ceaselessly attacking these supply 
vessels along the coast. 

Axis aircraft were over the 
Alexandria area during Sunday night 
when Allied night fighters shot down 
a Heinkel and lost one ‘plane. 

During Sunday’ Allied fighter 
bombers were active in the forward 
area. Axis motor and armoured 
vehicles near Ras el Qattara were 
effectively attacked, some 20 vehicles 
being destroved or damaged and a 
petrol dump fired.—(Reuter.) 


PEER'S DAUGHTER’S DEATH 


Knocked down by a ’bus near her 
home in Westminster on Saturda 
night, Lady Doreen  Pleydell- 
Bouverie, daughter of the Earl of 
Donoughmore, and sister-in-law of 
the Earl of Radnor, died in West- 
minster Hospital during Sunday 
night. Aged 37, she was a senior 
area officer at London Fire Service 
Headquarters. 

She married Captain the Hon. 
Bartholomew’ Pleydell-Bouverie 
(Grenadier Guards), brother of the 
Earl of Radnor, in 1927, and had 
two children—a son and a daughter. 


U.S. AUTHOR BEATEN 


WASHINGTON, Monday. — The 
attack on the American publicist, Mr. 
Waldo Frank, in Buenos Aires has 
sharpened issues between Washington 
and the Argentine Government. 
Frank, who had been declared 
persona non grata by the Govern- 
ment for criticising Argentinian 
neutrality, had asked for authority 
to publish his opinions. After their 
publication he was badly beaten by 
a number of men. 

Mr. Sumner Welles, Under-Secre- 
tary of State, expressing regret and 
resentment at the attack, said to- 
day:—‘‘I am sure the Argentine 
people share these feelings. [ am 
certain they have a feeling of deep 
regret. at this incident and. the cir- 
cumstances of it—the same feeling 
which the many friends of Mr. Frank 
in other countries, as well as his 
fellow-citizens, naturally have.’’—

THE SLIGO BABIES . 
GIRL’S CONDITION SERIOUS 


It will be a month or six weeks 
before doctors can say with con- 
fidence that the two remaining 
babies of the Leydon quintuplets are 
certain of survival. Yesterday the 
condition of Thomas, the heavier, 
was unchanged. That of ‘Teresa, 
however, was extremely serious, and, 
despite constant attention and 
regular ‘‘meals’’ of whey wine and 
brandy, she is in grave danger. 

Both still lie in the electrically- 
heated steel cradle to which they 
journeyed 140 miles from Sligo on 
Saturday. It is presumable that 
they are feeling the effects of this 
ordeal, which, because oí the 
difficulty of maintaining a sufficiently 
high temperature in the ambulance, 
must have done a great deal to 
weaken their powers of resistance. 

The Mayor of Sligo, Councillor 
W. J. Tolan. visited the Leydon 
home, in Ballinfull, County Sligo, 
yesterday, and presented the 
mother with a cheque. He tendered 
his congratulations to her, and also 
his sympathy with her in the deaths 
of three of her babies. 

Had Mrs. Leydon been a town 
dweller it is possible that all five 
children might have survived. She 
would have, in all probability, paid 
visits to a maternity hospital, 
where it would have been realised 
immediately that her case was an 
exceptional one. It would have been 
possible then to take X-Rays and 
ba her every attention. Had this 

een done she might, not, have given 
birth for another month. But, living 
where she was, fifteen miles from 
the nearest town, she worked on 
her husband's farm almost, to the 
day on which the first oí the guin- 
—_ was born. 

Miss-Eileen Leydon, who travelled 
with the infants to Dublin, arrived 


back in Sligo yesterday. The 
smaller child, she reported, was 
‘‘in very low water, indeed.” Mrs.

UNDER-SEA CARGO 
SHIPS 
U.S. PLAN TO BEAT U-BOATS 


WASHINGTON, Monday.— 
America should -build under-sea cargo 
ships to elude German torpedoes 
instead of trying to build surface 
ships faster than U-boats can sink 
them, said Mr. Simon Lake to-day, 
who, in 1897; built the first eub- 
marine to operate successfully in the 
open sea 

Mr. Lake, who is nearly 76, made 
this suggestion to the Sub-Committee 
of the United States Senate consider- 
ing the construction of giant cargo 
and troop-carrying ‘planes, as un 


answer to the U-boat menace to 
supply-shipping. 
He set up a 10-foot mode! of a 


submarine cargo ship which, he 
said, would carry a cargo of 7, 

tons at a speed of 12 knots on the 
surface, or ciglt knots submerged 

“They would be quickly and 
economically built and economically 
operated,” he said. '' They would be 
safe. They would shorten distances 
and time of delivery. lor example, 
such ships, sailing from America, 
would have te travel only about 
5,200 iniles to reach Egypt, whereas 
surface ships must travel at present 
more than 12,000 miles. This would 
mean a saving of 14,000 miles for 
each return trip. 

“They sii carry oil, tanks, 
guns, food. ammunition and men in 
safety. With these ships we could 
have plenty of oil on our western 
seaboard.’’ 


TRANSPORT PLANS 
NEW YORK, Monday.—Further 


support to the plan to construct 
5,000 giant cargo-carrying aircraft 
has been given by Senator McNary 
to-day. Asserting that Russia’s 
demand for a second front could 
only be met by solving the transport 
problem, he proposed that the U.S. 
embark immediately on the ‘bold 
venture’’ of constructing ‘planes, 
even if such a move caused some 
delay in shipbuilding . and other 
activities. 

Colonel Knerr. former Army Air 
Corps Headquarters Chief, told the 
Senate Military Sub-Committee to- 
day that shipyards might build cargo 
‘planes for the next war, but not in 
time for this.—(Reuter.)

DUBLIN PLUMBERS 
SHORTAGES HIT TRADE 


Owing to the shortage of lead, 
brass, copper, earthenware and 
paraffin oil, the plumbing trade in 
Dublin has been virtually brought to 
a standstill.

Now less 
than 200 are able to eke out a pre- 
carious livelihood, and the work of 
fitting-up the turf camps having 
ceased, more men will be idle. 

Yesterday, when an /rish Times 
seporter visited the men’s union 
premises he found a big number of 
expectant plumbers awaiting a call 
from Belfast, which might mean 
work for many hands. 

A union oificial said that the only 
hope they had was to get their un- 


employed away to England or 
Belfast. Hundreds already had 
gone.

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OF DEFENCE 
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GERMANS IN THE WEST 


(Pmt JACOB, Inspector 
of German fortifications, has 
visited ‘‘ the latest German defence 
works from Biarritz, south of 
France, to Kirkenes, in Norway,”’ 
the German News Agency an- 
nounced yesterday, says Reuter. 
The Agency added that the General 
had been to convince himself 
of the high standard of the forti- 
cations making up the ‘‘ European 
coastal wall.’’ 
A Reuter Stockholm message 
quotes Svenska Dagbladet as 
stating that pictures of the anti- 
invasion fortifications along the 
Atlantic and Channel. coasts were 
shown for the first time in a German 
newsreel film now running in Berlin. 
The film showed fresh troops arriv- 
ing and taking up their positions on 
the defences. 


MANCEUVRES 


A Stockholm despatch to the 
Neue Zuercher Zeitung said that 
the manceuvres in recent weeks had 
extended from Kristiansund to 
Trondjhem, and that ship traffic 
and fishing had been suspended in 
some jyords during the exercises. 
New minefields had been laid near 
Otero, north of Aalesund, the re- 
sen stated, while numerous naval 
ases equipped with long-range 
guns had been erected along the 
Norwegian coast in the past year. 
Throughout Moscow yesterday 
the man-in-the-street read with great 
interest the increasing display in 
Pravda of news about the second 
front from Britain and America, 
states Associated Press war corres- 
pondent. The choice item seemed 
to be the telegrams reported to 
have been received by President 
Roosevelt urging the creation of a 
second front. 


MUSSOLINI SPEAKS 
ROME, Monday.—Mussolini, at 
Gorizia, said: “ No second front will 
be created here and probably in no 
other part of the world either. The 
Axis has all the means of ensuring 
victory.’’—(Reuter.) 

“We are not interested in the 
decisions taken by America and 
Britain aiming at a second front,” 
said a commentator last night on 
German radio, quoted by Reuter. 
‘We know the military possibilities 
of the U.S. and Britain quite well. 
Great military secrets cannot ~xist 
to-day.

Well-informed sources do not agree 
Lwith a report that only nine divisigns 
remain in France, or that France has 
been left practically defenceless. 

Replacement of divisions in France 
has been going on since the beginning 
of the year. The German strength 
there now is possibly 25 divisions. 
On such a matter there would be an 
exchange of information hetween the 
British and Soviet authorities. 


BROTHERS ON TRIAL 
ALLEGED BELFAST FRAUD 


Albert Morrison, Bryansburn road, 
Bangor, and Malcolm Morrison, his 
brother of Movyola street Belfast— 
described as engineers and partners 
of J. Morrison and Sons, York street, 
Belfast—pleaded not guilty vester- 
daty, at Belfast City Commission, to 
conspiring to cheat and defraud the 
British Admiralty of large sums of 
money on May 29th, 1941, and other 
dates, by means of false claims for 
repayment of wages purported to 
have been paid to workmen. 

Mr. E. Warnock, K.C., M.P.., 
senior Crown counsel, said that on 
November 19th, 1940, the firm con- 
tracted with the Admiralty for 
repairs on ships, and received a very 
large amount of work. They had, up 
to March 3lst, 1942, received a sum 
just short of £100,000, and during 
the period which would be under 
review they were working on a large 
number of ships. {In addition to the 
actual net cost of wages, they were 
to be paid a percentage for establish- 
ment charges. They were also en- 
titled to a fair and reasonable profit. 

Separate accounts were to be kept 
for each job, and the contract 
stipulated that they were bound to 
keep proper books. During sub- 
stantial alterations to the Morrison 
offices in 1941 a number of their 
men were put to work on them. 
Evidence would be called to show 
that during a period beginning May 
29th, 1941, a number of men had 
been employed exclusively on this 
work Each man filled in on his 
daily card the work he was doing, 
but when the jury came to examine 
the accounts which had been 
furnished to the Admiralty, they 
would find, in respect of those work- 


men, that there were wages over 
those periods charged to the 
Admiralty. The . amount was 


charged to 11 ships. 
The hearing was adjourned until 


to-day. 


NURSES’ UNIFORMS 
COUPON PROBLEM

One south-west seaside resort was 
raided by seven | fighter-bombers. 
Fairly widespread damage was done 
to houses in this area, three people 
being killed and a number seriously 
injured. Three people were also 
killed in a north-east coastal town 
similarly raided. Rescue workers 
were busy for several. hours in 
another north-east area extricating 
people trapped in débris, and here, 
too, were several casualties. The 
raids were on scattered points in 
the North-East of Raslend and the 
Midlands. One North Midlands 
town experienced its first daylight 
raid of the war. 


PROPERTY DAMAGED 


In one incident at the north-east 
town two people were killed and a 
number injured, some of whom -vere 
detained in hospital. 

In one north-east coast town a 
number of houses, were damaged. 
A ’plane was shot down by two Spit- 
fires, and all the crew killed shortly 
after dropping bombs on an East 
Midlands town. Later, it was 
officially stated that it was believed 
that ten FW 109s took part in the 


raid in the south-west area. 
dropping high explosives in two 
thickly populated districts. Six 


people were killed, one is missing, 
and .a number were injured. 
Damage to property was fairly con- 
siderable. 

Bombers which took advantage of 
low cloud and bad visibility to cross 
the North-east. coast on a series of 
raids yesterday afternoon were 
roughly handled by fighters, which 
destroyed at least one and severely 
damaged several others, states the 
Air Ministry News Service. Another 
bomber is believed to have been shot 
down into the sea. Despite low: visi- 
bility, British fighters succeeded in 
intercepting a number of raiders, and 
several engagements took place in 
temporary rifts in the cloud masses 
several thousand feet up.
